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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 16-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Benson et al [Pat. No. 3,309,981] in view of Naramura [Pat. No. 5,549,040]. 
Benson et al teach an oven comprising a tank holding a quantity of cooking oil (Figure 

3. #11, & 201), a cover (Figure 1, #181), a feed belt (Figure 1, #52), a base frame 
(Figure 3, #69), a top belt (Figure 1, #51), an auxiliary frame (Figure 3, #53), adjustable 
support mechanisms (Figure 5a, #87), coupling means (Figure 5a, #91), and a lifting 
device (Figure 1 , #191). Benson et al do not teach a drive being located outside the 
tank and cover and ramps being connected by a pull element. Naramura teaches an 
elevatable cooking device comprising ramps connected by a pull element (Figure 1, #5- 
6) and the drive being located outside of the cooking chamber (Figure 6, M). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the lifting structure of 
Naramura into the invention of Benson-et al since both are directed to cooking devices 
with dual surfaces, since Benson et al already included adjustable lifting supports 
(Figure 5a, #87) and motors located outside the tank (Figure 1, #24 & 197), and since 
the linked lifting structure of Naramura would have provided the advantage of moving 
the upper surface in one simultaneous step by simply engaging the motor (column 6, 
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lines 45-55) thus providing easier operation as compared to the individual screws of 
Benson et al which must be adjusted sequentially. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed July 22, 2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the ramps of Naramura are "not suitable for the hot 
environment of an oven". However, Naramura is directed to a cooking device for 
toasting hamburger buns wherein the temperature of the heating plates reaches 230°C 
(column 6, line 26).
